PURSUANT  to  the  provisions  of  section  4,  sub¬ 
section  (2),  of  the  “  Civil  Service  Act,”  being 
chapter  35,  R.S.B.C.  1924,  Ilis  Honour  the  Lieu¬ 
tenant-Governor  in  Council  has  been  pleased  to 
approve  the  following  regulations  made  by  the 
Commission  and  governing  the  appointment  and 
promotion  of  Junior  Clerks  and  Messengers  (male) 
in  the  Provincial  Government  Service  :■ — 

Plan  of  Entry  and  Promotion  of  Junior  Clerks 
and  Messengers  (Male). 

1.  Entry  to  the  Provincial  Government  Service 
of  Junior  Clerk  (male)  shall  be  by  written  com¬ 
petitive  examination. 

2.  Applicants  must  be  at  least  16  and  not  more 
than  19  years  of  age. 

3.  Examinations  shall  be  conducted  throughout 
the  Province  at  such  centres  as  may  be  decided 
upon  as  convenient  to  the  applicants  desiring  to 
compete ;  and  at  the  time  of  examination  appli¬ 
cants  shall  state  if  they  are  willing  to  accept  an 
appointment  to  a  vacancy  which  may  occur  in  any 
other  district  than  that  in  which  the  applicant  is 
domiciled. 

4.  Upon  qualification  and  appointment  of  a 
Junior  holding  a  High  School  Matriculation  Cer¬ 
tificate  the  initial  salary'  shall  be  $55  per  month 
for  the  first  year,  $65  for  the  second  year,  and  $75 
for  the  third  year.  Junior  Clerks  not  having 
Matriculation  Certificates,  upon  qualification  and 
appointment  shall  receive  an  initial  salary  of  $45 
for  the  first  year,  $55  for  the  second  year,  and  $65 
for  the  third  year.  Any  Juniors  matriculating 
after  entering  the  Service  shall  receive  the  higher 
rate  of  pay  from  the  date  of  matriculation. 

5.  In  the  case  of  Juniors  who  may  qualify  during 
the  period  mentioned  in  Regulation  4  as  Typists 
or  Shorthand  Typists,  they  shall  be  granted  a 
special  increase  of  salary  of  $5  per  month  and  $10 
per  month  respectively.  The  said  Juniors  shall  be 
permitted  to  sit  for  examination  for  qualification 
as  above  at  any  Stenographers’  examination  which 
may  be  held  during  the  three-year  period. 

6.  The  salary  of  a  Junior  Clerk  shall  be  fixed 
according  to  Regulations  4  and  5  independent  of 
the  Department  to  which  he  may  be  transferred. 

7.  An  examination  of  Juniors  shall  be  held  after 
completion  of  three  years  service,  on  knowledge  of 
the  practical  work  of  the  Departments  passed 
through  and  the  various  Acts  dealt  with  by  all  De¬ 
partments  according  to  a  curriculum  to  be  estab¬ 
lished. 

8.  Juniors  (unless  going  in  for  special  training 
for  work  in  the  service  of  the  Provincial  Govern¬ 
ment)  shall  serve  in  different  Departments  yearly 
whenever  possible,  and  promotion  shall  be  made 
on  results  of  examination  plus  reports  of  Depart¬ 
ments  passed  through,  such  reports  to  be  com¬ 
pleted  and  in  the  possession  of  the  Civil  Service 
Commissioner,  or  examining  official  or  officials, 
before  the  examination  is  taken. 


9.  Juniors  shall  be  permitted  to  sit  for  the  third- 
year  examination  only  if  reported  on  favourably  by 
Departments  passed  through. 

10.  ()u  passing  the  third-year  examination  all 
Juniors  shall  receive  $90  per  month  plus  such 
special  pay  as  may  have  been  previously  earned 
prior  to  receiving  promotion  in  order  of  seniority 
acquired  by  examination,  when  the  commencing 
pay  of  the  position  the  individual  may  lie  appointed 
to  shall  be  received  together  with  such  living  allow¬ 
ance  as  may  have  been  fixed  for  the  locality. 

11.  .Juniors  whose  three  years  expire  between 
examinations  may  sit  for  examination  immediately 
prior  to  expiry  of  probationary  period. 

12.  Consent  to  go  anywhere  required  while  in  the 
Civil  Service  shall  be  a  primary  condition  of  entry 
to  the  Service;  but  no  move  shall  be  compulsory 
until  a  minimum  salary  of  $90  has  been  reached. 

13.  Passed  Juniors  at  agencies  and  other  outside 
services  shall  be  interchanged  with  Passed  Juniors 
at  Victoria  for  further  training  and  vice  versa. 

14.  Training  shall  be  looked  upon  as  the  prin¬ 
cipal  feature  to  be  observed  by  Departments  in 
connection  with  Juniors,  and  change  and  promotion 
to  other  Departments  shall  be  arranged  wherever 
possible  by  co-operation  of  Deputy  Ministers. 

15.  Juniors  may  be  retained  in  one  Department 
if  going  in  for  special  work  in  the  Government  Ser¬ 
vice,  such  as  draughting  or  other  specialized  work. 

Junior  Messengers. 

1.  Junior  Messengers  shall  be  eligible  for  ap¬ 
pointment  without  written  examination. 

2.  Junior  Messengers  shall  not  exceed  18  years 
of  age  at.  the  time  of  appointment. 

3.  Junior  MJesengers  shall  receive  $35  per  month 
on  appointment  and  may  receive  $45  per  month 
for  the  second  year  and  a  maximum  of  $55  for  the 
third  year,  after  receipt  of  which  no  further  in¬ 
crease  shall  be  given. 

4.  Increases  shall  be  given  by  recommendation 
only. 

5.  Junior  Messengers  may  apply  at  any  time  to 
sit  for  examination  (Entrance)  as  Junior  Clerks, 
if  not  debarred  by  age  or  other  cause.  7835-de26

Plan  of  Entry  and  Promotion  of  Stenographers 
and  Clerk-Stenographers. 

1.  Entry  of  Stenographers  to  the  Civil  Service 
shall  be  by  written  competitive  examination. 

2.  Examinations  shall  be  conducted  throughout 
the  Province  at  such  centres  as  may  be  decided 
upon  as  convenient  to  the  applicants  desiring  to 
compete,  and  at  the  time  of  examination  applicants 
shall  state  if  they  are  willing  to  accept  appointment 
to  vacancies  which  may  occur  in  any  other  district 
than  that  in  which  the  applicants  are  domiciled. 

3.  The  pay  of  Stenographers  shall  be  $65  per 
month  for  the  first  year,  $70  per  month  for  the 
second  year,  and  $75  per  month  for  the  third  year, 
annual  increases  being  given  subject  to  satisfactory 
work  and  good  conduct.  At  the  end  of  three  years’ 
service,  Stenographers  shall  be  classified  according 
to  the  nature  of  the  work  attained  to.

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Advancement  subject  to  satisfactory  work  and 
good  conduct  shall  be  made  according  to  the  follow¬ 
ing  scale,  provided  the  maximum  value  of  the  posi¬ 
tion  held  is  not  reached  prior  to  the  attainment  of 
the  maximum  pay  of  the  classification.  In  the 
latter  event,  the  earliest  possible  opportunity  of 
transfer  to  a  more  onerous  position  shall  be  given, 
so  that  advancement  may  not  be  unduly  cheeked.

Excerpt  from  Rules  and  Orders  relating  to 
Private  Bills. 


Rule  16. 

LL  APPLICATIONS  for  Private  Bills,  prop¬ 
erly  the  subject  of  legislation  by  the  Legis¬ 
lative  Assembly  of  British  Columbia,  within  the 
purview  of  the  “  British  North  America  Act, 
1807  ” — whether  for  the  erection  of  a  Bridge,  the 
making  of  a  Railway,  Tramway,  Turnpike  Road, 
Telegraph  or  Telephone  Line;  the  construction  or 
improvement  of  a  Harbour,  Canal,  Lock,  Dam, 
Slide,  or  other  like  work;  the  granting  of  a  right 
of  Ferry;  the  incorporation  of  any  particular  trade 
or  calling,  or  of  any  Joint-stock  Company;  or 
otherwise  for  granting  to  any  individual  or  in¬ 
dividuals  any  exclusive  or  peculiar  rights  or  privi¬ 
leges  whatever,  or  for  doing  any  matter  or  thing 
which  in  its  operation  would  affect,  the  rights  or 


property  or  other  parties,  or  relate  to  any  particu¬ 
lar  class  of  the  community,  or  for  making  any 
amendment  of  a  like  nature  to  any  former  Act— 
shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice  clearly 
and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and  object  of 
the  application,  and  when  the  application  refers 
to  any  proposed  work,  indicating  sufficiently  the 
location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed  by  or  on  behalf 
of  the  applicant.  Such  notice  shall  be  published 
in  the  British  Columbia  Gazette  and  in  one  daily 
and  one  weekly  newspaper  freely  circulating  in  all 
parts  of  the  Province.  When  the  proposed  Private 
Bill  is  of  a  local  nature,  the  notice  shall  be  further¬ 
more  published  in  some  newspaper  in  the  electoral 
district  affected,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper 
therein,  then  in  the  nearest  electoral  district  in 
which  a  newspaper  is  published.  Such  notice  shall 
in  all  cases  be  continued  for  a  period  of  six  weeks 
during  the  interval  of  time  between  the  close  of 
the  next  preceding  Session  and  the  consideration  of 
the  petition. 

72.  No  Petition  for  any  Private  Bill  shall  be 
received  by  the  House  after  the  first  ten  days  of 
each  Session,  nor  may  any  Private  Bill  be  presented 
to  the  House  after  the  first  three  weeks  of  each 
Session,  nor  may  any  Report  of  any  Standing  or  • 
Select  Committee  upon  a  Private  Bill  be  received 
after  the  first  four  weeks  of  each  Session,  and  no 
Motion  for  the  suspension  or  modification  of  this 
Rule  shall  be  entertained  by  the  House  until  the 
same  has  been  reported  on  by  the  Committee  on 
Standing  Orders,  or  after  reference  made  thereof 
at  a  previous  sitting  of  the  House  to  the  Standing 
Committee  charged  with  consideration  of  Private 
Bills,  who  shall  report  thereon  to  the  House.  And 
if  this  Rule  shall  be  suspended  or  modified  as  afore¬ 
said  the  promoters  of  any  Private  Bill  which  is 
presented  after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  or 
for  which  the  Petition  has  been  received  after  the 
time  hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either  case  pay 
double  the  fees  required  as  herein  mentioned,  unless 
the  House  shall  order  to  the  contrary.  Any  person 
seeking  to  obtain  any  Private  Bill  shall  deposit 
with  the  Clerk  of  the  House,  eight  clear  days  before 
the  opening  of  the  Session,  a  printed  copy  of  such 
Bill,  a  copy  of  the  Petition  to  be  presented  to  the 
House,  together  loith  copies  of  the  notices  pub¬ 
lished.  Such  publication  to  be  proved  by  affidavit 
or  declaration  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Clerk  of 
the  House.  At  the  time  of  depositing  the  Bill, 
the  applicant  shall  also  pay  to  the  Clerk  of  the 
House  the  sum  of  three  hundred  dollars.  If  a  copy 
of  the  Bill,  Petition,  and  notices  shall  not  have 
been  so  deposited  in  the  hands  of  the  Clerk  of  the 
House  at  least  eight  clear  days  before  the  opening 
of  the  Session,  or  if  the  Petition  has  not  been 
presented  within  the  first  ten  days  of  the  Session, 
the  amount  to  be  paid  to  the  Clerk  shall  be  six 
hundred  dollars.  If  the  Bill  shall  not  pass  second 
reading  one-half  of  the  paid  fees  shall  be  returned. 

77.  Before  any  Petition,  praying  for  leave  to 
bring  in  a  Private  Bill  for  the  erection  of  a  Toll 
Bridge,  is  received  by  the  House,  the  person  or 
persons  intending  to  petition  for  such  Bill  shall, 
upon  giving  the  notice  prescribed  by  Rule  76,  also 
at  the  same  time  and  in  the  same  manner  give 
notice  of  the  rates  which  they  intend  to  ask,  the 
extent  of  the  privilege,  the  height  of  the  arches, 
the  interval  between  the  abutments  or  piers  for  the 
passage  of  rafts  and  vessels,  and  mentioning  also 
whether  they  intend  to  erect  a  drawbridge  or  not, 
and  the  dimensions  of  the  same. 

78.  All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  Incorporation 
shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate  by  reference 
the  clauses  of  the  General  Acts  relating  to  the 
details  to  be  provided  for  by  such  Bills.  Special 
grounds  shall  be  established  for  any  proposed 
departure  from  this  principal,  or  for  the  intro¬ 
duction  of  other  provisions  as  to  such  details,  and 
a  note  shall  be  appended  to  the  Bill  indicating  the 
provisions  thereof  in  which  the  General  Act  is  pro¬ 
posed  to  be  departed  from.  Bills  which  are  not 
framed  in  accordance  with  this  Rule  shall  be  recast 
by  the  promoters  and  reprinted  at  their  expense 
before  any  Committee  passes  upon  the  clauses. 

82.  All  Private  Bills  shall  be  prepared  by  the 
parties  applying  for  the  same,  and  printed  in 
Small  Pica  type,  twenty-six  ems  by  fifty  ems,  on 
I  good  paper,  in  imperial  octavo  form,  each  page 
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wlii'ii  foldi'd  measuring  10 :l i  inches  by  7\'<  inches. 
There  shall  be  n  m:i r^i  11  n  1  number  every  fifth  line 
of  each  paper;  the  numbering  of  the  line*  is  not 
to  be  run  on  through  the  Hill,  but  the  lines  of  each 
page  are  to  be  numbered  separately.  Three  hundred 
copies  of  each  Hill  shall  be  deposited  with  the 
Clerk  of  the  House  immediately  before  the  first 
reading.  If  amendments  are  made  to  any  Hill  dur¬ 
ing  its  progress  before  the  Committee  on  Private 
Hills,  or  through  the  House,  such  Hills  shall  be 
reprinted  by  the  promoters  thereof. 

In.  the  ease  of  Bills  to  Incorporate  Companies, 
in  addition  to  the  fee  of  $300  mentioned  in  Rule 
72,  fees  calculated  on  the  capital  of  the  company 
are  payable  at  the  same  time.  Further  particulars 
can  be  had  on  application  to  the  undersigned. 

Every  Petition  for  a  Bill  to  incorporate  a  com¬ 
pany  shall  state  the  name  of  the  proposed  company. 

Petition  signed  by  agents  or  attorneys  must  be 
accompanied  by  the  authority  of  such  agent,  etc.

IVTOTICE  is  hereby  given  that  an  application  will 
Lx  be  made  to  the  Legislative  Assembly  of  the 
Province  of  British  Columbia  at  its  next  session, 
on  behalf  of  the  City  of  Vancouver,  for  an  Act  to 
amend  the  “  Vancouver  Incorporation  Act,  1921,” 
in  the  manner  following,  to  provide  by  such  amend¬ 
ments  for  the  following  powers,  that  is  to  say : — 

1.  To  amend  the  “Vancouver  Incorporation  Act  ” 
by  repealing  section  3  of  chapter  58  of  the  Statutes 
of  British  Columbia,  1928,  being  an  amendment  to 
section  8  of  the  said  Act,  which  provides  that  no 
person  shall  be  entitled  to  be  entered  twice  on  the 
voters’  list,  nor  to  vote  more  than  once  for  Aider- 
men,  Mayor,  Park  Commissioners,  or  School  Trus¬ 
tees  in  any  one  ward  or  district. 

2.  To  amend  the  said  Act  to  provide  that  the 
Council  may  by  resolution  or  by-law  appoint  an 
Assessment  Commission  or  Board  of  Valuators,  to 
be  composed  of  not  less  than  three  nor  more  than 
five  members,  one  member  of  whom  may  be  the 
Assessment  Commissioner  for  the  time  being  of  the 
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city,  to  perform  all  the  duties  of  the  Assessment 
Commissioner  in  respect  to  making  a  valuation  of 
all  rateable  property  in  the  city.  The  Chairman  of 
such  Commission  to  be  appointed  'by  the  Council. 

3.  To  amend  subsection  (2)  of  section  46  of  said 
Act  to  provide  that  all  Crown  lands  which  are  held 
under  lease  or  agreed  to  be  sold,  granted,  or  con¬ 
veyed,  the  fee  of  which  is  in  the  Crown,  but  which 
are  held  or  occupied  otherwise  than  by  or  on  behalf 
of  the  Crown,  shall  be  liable  to  assessment  and 
taxation  while  so  held  or  occupied,  and  the  interest 
of  any  person  therein  while  so  held  shall  be  liable 
to  assessment  and  taxation  accordingly. 

4.  To  amend  the  said  Act  to  provide  that  where 
tax  sale  lands  become  the  property  of  the  city  and 
are  sold  by  the  city  to  a  purchaser  under  agreement 
of  sale,  that  upon  default  being  made  in  the  pay¬ 
ment  of  any  instalment  or  interest  thereon  it  shall 
be  lawful  for  the  city  to  serve  notice  to  the  effect 
that  if  the  amount  of  the  instalments  and  interest 
in  default  are  not  paid  within  ninety,  days  from  the 
date  of  the  mailing  or  serving  of  such  notice,  the 
purchaser’s  interest  in  such  land  shall  absolutely 
cease  and  determine,  and  the  land  shall  immediately, 
become  revested  in  the  city. 

5.  To  amend  section  103  of  said  Act  by  repealing 
section  7  of  chapter  58  of  the  Statutes  of  British 
Columbia,  1928,  which  requires  that  an  owner  of 
property  in  more  than  one  ward  shall  be  entered 
on  the  voters’  list  in  the  ward  in  which  he  has  the 
largest  amount  of  real  property  in  value,  and  where 
an  owner  is  also  a  tenant,  he  shall  vote  only  as  an 
owner. 

6.  To  amend  section  135  of  said  Act  to  provide 
for  the  compounding  of  interest  on  sinking  funds. 

7.  To  amend  section  163  of  said  Act  to  provide 
for  the  improvement  or  maintenance  of  any  portion 
of  a  boulevard  and  for  assessing  and  charging  the 
cost  thereof  against  the  land  fronting  or  abutting 
thereon  where  such  work  is,  in  the  opinion  of  the 
Council,  advisable  or  necessary  to  beautify  or  main¬ 
tain  such  portion  of  boulevard  in  keeping  with 
other  portions  of  such  boulevard  in  the  same  block 
already  improved. 

8.  To  amend  said  Act  to  provide  for  prohibiting, 
controlling,  or  regulating  encroachments  on  any 
street  or  lane  for  footings  or  foundations  of  build¬ 
ings,  and  for  entering  into  agreements  respecting 
the  use  of  any  portion  of  any  street,  lane,  or  public 
place  for  any  such  purpose,  and  for  making  a 
charge  or  rent  therefor : 

9.  To  amend  said  Act  to  provide  for  prohibiting 
or  licensing,  regulating,  and  controlling  all  persons 
carrying  on  the  business  of  detective  agencies  and 
bailiffs,  and  providing  as  a  condition  of  any  such 
licence  that  a  bond  of  indemnity  satisfactory  to  the 
Council  shall  be  furnished  and  maintained  during 
the  currency  of  such  licence. 

10.  To  amend  subsection  (127)  of  section  163 
of  said  Act  to  provide  for  the  licensing  or  taxing  of 
persons  carrying  on  the  business  of  a  distillery. 

11.  To  amend  subsection  (134)  of  section  163 
of  said  Act  to  provide  for  prohibiting,  controlling, 
or  regulating,  and  for  defining,  classifying,  differen¬ 
tiating,  and  discriminating  in  respect  of  the  various 
vehicles  and  classes  and  kinds  thereof  using  or 
which  may  use  the  public  streets,  and  for  prohibit¬ 
ing  any  kind  or  class  from  using  the  streets  at  all 
or  between  specified  hours  as  may  be  provided  in 
any  by-law. 

12.  To  amend  subsection  (138)  of  section  163 
of  said  Act  to  provide  for  regulating,  controlling, 
or  prohibiting  the  parking  of  all  varieties  of 
vehicles,  including  metered  and  non-metered  taxi¬ 
cabs,  buses,  and  all  or  any  vehicles  for  hire  as 
provided  in  any  such  by-law. 

13.  To  amend  said  Act  to  provide  for  the  removal 
and  detention  or  impounding  of  any  vehicle  or  other 
obstruction  unlawfully  occupying  any  portion  of 
any  street,  and  for  recovering  from  the  owners  all 
expenses  or  charges  in  connection  therewith,  and 
for  imposing  a  rent  or  charge  during  detention 
thereof,  and  for  power  of  sale  of  such  vehicle  in 
default  of  payment  of  such  expenses  and  charges. 

14.  To  amend  subsection  (151)  of  section  163 
of  said  Act  to  provide  for  prohibiting  and  regulating 
signs  or  other  advertising  matter  on  telephone,  tele¬ 
graph,  or  public-utility  poles  or  posts  or  on  any 
other  erection  in  any  public  place  or  otherwise. 


15.  To  amend  subsection  (170)  of  section  163 
of  said  Act  to  provide  for  the  compulsory  vacating 
by  the  occupants  of  any  building  which,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Building  Inspector,  may  be  in  a 
dangerous  condition,  on.  the  serving  of  notice  on  the 
owner,  agent,  or  tenant,  and  by  posting  such  notice 
on  the  building ;  and  authorizing  the  Building  In¬ 
spector  to  remove  the  contents  of  such  building  at 
the  expense  of  the  owner  or  occupant  thereof. 

16.  To  amend  subsection  (264)  of  section  163 
of  said  Act  to  provide  for  prohibiting,  defining, 
restricting,  and  regulating  junk  yards,  assembling 
or  dissembling  plants  or  yards  in  which  building 
aud  other  materials,  machinery  and  vehicles,  wood¬ 
working  or  mixing  business  or  industry  is  stored, 
maintained,  or  carried  on,  and  limiting  the  areas 
in  which  such  yards  or  plants  may  or  may  not  be 
established,  maintained,  or  carried  on  in  the  city. 

17.  To  amend  the  said  Act  to  provide  for  the 
bestowing  of  honour  or  the  freedom  of  the  city  upon 
any  distinguished  person  for  national  or  local  ser-* 
vice,  and  conferring  on  such  person  all  the  qualifi- 
cationis  required  by  the  Act  of  persons  to  be  nomi¬ 
nated  and  elected  to  hold  the  office  of  Mayor,  and 
to  place  the  name  of  such  person  on  the  voters’ 
list  to  be  eligible  to  vote  at  an  election  for  Mayor 
and  Aldermen. 

18.  To  amend  the  said  Act  to  provide  by  by-law 
for  the  prevention,  growth,  and  spreading  of  codling- 
moths  and  any  and  all  other  insect  pests,  and  for 
compelling  the  destruction  of  such  pests,  and  pro¬ 
viding  for  the  entry  upon  property  for  such  pur¬ 
poses,  and  for  levying  any  cost  in  connection  there¬ 
with  on  the  owner  at  the  discretion  of  the  Council, 
or  as  a  charge  upon  the  lands  affected  and  for 
collection  of  the  same. 

19.  To  amend  subsection  (290a)  of  section  163 
of  said  Act  to  provide,  on  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the 
Council,  for  the  disposal  of  any  real  propei’ty  vested 
in  the  city  where  the  value  of  euTli  property  on  the 
certificate  of  the  Assessor  does  not  exceed  one 
hundred  thousand  dollars  ($100,000). 

20.  To  amend  subsection  (302)  of  section  163  of 
said  Act  to  provide  for  increasing  the  indemnity  of 
Aldermen  to  a  sum  not  exceeding  two  thousand 
dollars  per  annum. 

21.  To  amend  subsections  (22)  and  (24)  of 
section  172  of  said  Act  to  provide  that  where  land 
is  required  for  the  opening  of  a  lane  or  the  widening 
of  a  street,  the  filing  in  the  Land  Registry  Office 
of  a  copy  of  the  by-law  or  resolution  for  expropria¬ 
tion  thereof  shall  thereupon  vest  the  title  in  the. 
city,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  Act  in  respect 
of  compensation  therefor. 

22.  To  amend  subsection  (2)  of  section  176  of 
said  Act  by  striking  out  the  word  “concrete”  in 
such  subsection. 

23.  To  amend  the  said  Act  to  provide  for  carry¬
